WINNIPEG (CUP) _ TV showman Ed ScUivan 
Sunday night told the student newspaper of tïè 
University of Manitoba his charge that 150 Hungarian 
students wUI be executed is not a reckless one. He nisi 

tS haw! """"" °^ " th'it of 

"They (members of the Com- 
munist regime In Hungary) are 
guilty as hell. Tell that to your 
university," he said in a tele- 
phone interview with The Mani- 
tohan following bis weekly show. 

SuHIvan. who appealed to 
university atudenti to protest the 
alleged execution of c: 130 .youths 
was asked about the reliability of 
his sources, a Question which is 
holding back action on such cam- 
puses as McGill and Alberta. 
"That's just incredible, just In- 
credible," he replied. "I wouldn't 
go on the air to 3,000,000 people, 
and spout reckless charges." 

Since he made the plea, Sulli- 
van said, he has obtained more 
information on the 150 students. 
"We now have all theh- names, 



what they eat, even when they 
feed them. We even hare the 

name of their hangman." All 
Sullivan's information was ob- 
tained from Dr. Bcla Fabian, 
head of the Hungarian Political 
Prisoners Association, who is 
said to have received knowledge 
of alleged actions from letters 
sent to refugees. 

Sullivan said that the Inform- 
ation given to The Manitohan, 
as well as other facts, would be 
released in a story over major 
wire services later this week. 

The Canadian Government has 
said it -has no information to 
back up the charge. And a 
spokesman at the American Em- 
bassy in Ottawa said this morning 
that there..had~beenvno word 
from offiehil sources as to the 
reliability of the sources. How- 
ever, the International Commis- 
sion of Jurists— an impartial body 
whoie Honorary President Is Jus- 
tice J. S. Thomson. President of 
the Exchequer Court of Canada- 
has just released a report which 
mentions two trials. 

The first occurred fit Camera 
during February and March, and 
the other was held in March. 
Eight of the Defendants Ui the 
second case were executed In 
August Hungarian Premier Ja- 
nes Kadar was quoted in a Reu- 
ters news report as denying "150 
youths condemned during the 
195a revolution are being held 
for execution after their eigh- 
teenth birthday." On Oct 31 he 
said that such an allegation was 
an "unfounded lie." 

Sallivan also.iold'The Mmiito- 
ban that the response to his 



plea had been "terrific" from 
Canada and the United States. H» 
mentioned several eastern Cana- 
dian Universities that have hidl- 
cated their support. 

Sullivan had two answers to 
Hungarians who denied his char* 
ge: 

Permit Sir Leslie Munro and 
his United Nations InvestUating 
Committee to visit Budapest, and 
compile- a report, 

"Provide evidence that the 130 
are living, hidicate where they 
are and what they are doing." 

"I. told them, all you have to 
do Is present them alive," he 
said. 

"Explaining his plea, Sullivan 
said, "Murder is no longer an 
internal affair, and this situatioa 
clamors for rectification."

McGill students who enjoy so-called "classical" mu- 
•ic are fortunate to be attending a university which is 
situated in Monlirea). The city has its own orchestra of 
professional musicians, and world-famous artists oh tour 
rarely by-pass Canada's metropolis. And yet the nuniber 
of students who can afford to attend these performances 
is relatively small.

For the past few years, 
the Montreal Symphony has done the next-best by offer- 
ing students reduced ratés for the concert series. Of 
course lower prices mean less, desirable seats. 

The Junior Committee of the Montreal Symphony, 
realizing that there is a student public who wish to hear 
good music, has arranged for a special performance by 
the orche.stra, to lake place tomorrow night. The pro- 
gramrpe will be a repeat performance of tonight's recital 
of ballet music. Whereas this evening's concert is open, 
to the general public at prices ranging from two to four 
dollars, Wednesday's performance is for university stu- 
dents only and tickets are being sold for one dollar. These 
are no reserved seats nnd so for once students will not 
be relegated to the last few rows. 

Besides providing an evening of entertainment for 
established music lovers, the Montreal Symphony is 
giving experimenting university students a chance to de- 
velop àn appreciation of; fine concert music. 

We wish the event every ^success so that the idea 
may be continued. Perhaps it may also stimulate similar 
planning in other cities across Canada. The number of 
ticlcets^aiready sold is , an indication of the. students' ' 
appreciation for what is truly a commendable effoi-t.
